Feelings  About  Dick  Gregory 


LoU  Tuesday,  February  16,  we  had  ihe  rare  oppor- 
lunity  ta  Ifsfen  to  ihe  words  of  onr>  of  the  mosl  hon- 
est men  in  America,  Mr.  Dick  Gregory.  He  was 
comical,  truthful,  and  never  lacking  ihe  morality  ond 
ethics  he  osked  of  us  as  young  people.  The  old 
cliche  that  yau  con"1  IrvSl  anyone  over  30  is  irrele- 
vant in  the  case  of  this  3Q^ear  old  Black  mart.  Hii 
hanetty,  p&rsonal  Fortitude  ond  immense  concern 
far  all  humanity  gove  me  the  hope  and  e*!ra 
strength  ro  keep  fighting  for  what  I  belFeve  in. 

Some  of  his  critics  consider  him  to  be  egotistical.  I 
consider  him  to  be  O  firm  example  of  the  type  of 
Block  man  who  is  confident  in  who  he  is  and  who 
makes  no  compromise*  with  on  "oppressive  and 
morally  degenerate,  eriminol  society" 

Hii  words  ran  home  to  me  the  full  reolity  and  depth 
of  degeneracy  this  country  has  faNen  into.  He  told 
us  lhar  the  old  folks  left  ul  0  horrible;  mess  to  clear 
Up  and  OS  I  looked  oround  I  saw  non-belFeving  white

fight  for  hundreds  of  years.  I  wondered  if  they 
would  be  able  to  leave  the.  drugs  and  denounce  the 
racism  that  we  Blacks  already  know  to  be  the  rea- 
sons for  the  genocide  of  this  nolion's  young. 

I  fell  pravd  of  eoch  ond  every  one  of  my  Black 
brothers  who  made  it  'heir  job  lo  be  Brother  Dick's 
body  guards  while  he  was  here.  They  protected  him 
with  love  and  surrounded  him  in  such  o  woy  that  t 
ihink  someone  would  have  been  q  foal  if  tht-y  had 
tried  to  harm  Brother  Dick  in  any  woy.  I  think  also 
If  reflected  how  we  feel  about  a  man  ihor  cores  and 
respects  all  of  u*  enough  to  full  us  the  simple  and 


honest  truth  oboul  the  world. 

Aj  he  Spoke  about  the  CIA  ond  ihe  threots  on  his 
life,  a  cold  feeling  ran  through  my  body.  I  under- 
stood thun  that  ihe  closer  and  closei  to  the  truth  lhar, 
one  reveals  obout  ihe  inner  workings  ol  this  govern- 
ment the  closer  one  comes  to  the  end  of  Jife.  How- 
ever,  as  I  looked  at  Brother  Gregory's  face,  I  saw 
the  calm  bearing  of  a  mon  who  wos  nol  afraid.  In 
his  own  words  from  an  Ebony  article,  he  says,  "The 
hardest  man  in  ihe  world  to  kill  is  O  man  ihot'* 
ethically  honest  ond  moralFy  sound  because  he  's  net 
going  Out  of  his  woy  to  duck  nothing  .  .  ,  Me  carries 
himself  in  o  woy  lho>  ttOre*  a  whole  Fot  of  people 
.  .  .  I've  looked  a1  hislory  and  the  closest  they've 
ever  come  to  killing  a  truly  morolty  honesi-»o-the- 
nth-degree  man  was  Socrates,  and  he  took  his  own 
poison," 

This  helped  me  To  understand  how  Angela  Oavis, 
Huey  Newton,  Bobby  Seale,  Eldridge  and  Kathleen 
Cleaver,  and  so  mony  other  Black  leaders  both  in 
ihe  past  and  present  hove  been  able  to  fight  for  the 
liberation  of  Black  people  ond  still  live  life  to  the 
greatest  capacity  even  though  deo<h  storks  two  steps 
behind. 

I  felt  that  Brother  Dick  wos  not  a  stronger  but  o 
man  of  ihe  people.  Me  slated  that  there  was  hope 
shot  we  could  save  this  world  with  our  moral  farce 
and  a\  young  people  we  a*e  not  so  completely  set 
in  the  ways  of  deceit  that  a  new  type  of  morality 
can  rise  out  of  us  which  is  not  phony  or  hypocritical 
or  punitive  but  one  thai  con  possibly  change  a  sys- 
tem and  make  it  possible  For  us  lo  find  >ho»  New 
Humanity  that  Ulysses  Doss  keeps  rappin"  la  us 
obouL  The  one  that  will  allow  yv  lo  octepl  people 
OS  people  and  not  by  the  type  race,  classification  rji 
whoiever.
